SAINSBURY’S is bidding to 
build a supermarket on 
Newmarket’s George Lambton 
Playing Fields as part of a 
massive plan which includes 
new homes, shops and a multi¬ 
screen cinema. 

Just weeks after the supermarket 
giant's plans for Exning Road were 
thrown out, Sainsbury's is set to 
hold a public exhibition of its 
proposals for a store as the first 
phase of the site's development. 

The exhibition will also lay out proposals 
for the second phase, which would see a 
seven-screen cinema built next door to the 
supermarket, three shops selling bulky 
goods, restaurants and a drive-through. 

Outline plans for new homes on the 
George Lambton Playing Fields will also be 
on display - the third phase of the 
proposed development. 

The store would create 350 new full- and 
part-time jobs, and would sell a small 
range of clothing and homeware products 
as well as groceries. 

Robert Oxley, Sainsbury’s regional 
development executive, said: “Our

proposals for the George Lambton Playing Fields will 
provide significant community benefits. 

“Our store and associated developments on the site will 
increase customer competition and choice and improve 
the diversity of the town, complementing what is already 
on offer on the high street. We encourage everyone in 
Newmarket to come along and view our plans at the two 
exhibitions taking place next week.” 

George Lambton, speaking on behalf of the trustees of 
the George Lambton Playing Fields, said: “We are 
delighted to be working with Sainsbury’s to bring forward 
a comprehensive proposal for the development of the 
George Lambton Playing Fields, which have been 
allocated for development in the Local Plan for many 
years now. The proposals will enable a wide range of 
community facilities to be brought forward, including a 
significant enhancement to the Newmarket College playing 
fields.” 

Playing fields to replace those which would be lost 
through the development would be positioned at the back 
of Newmarket College, in addition to extra fields, an all- 
weather pitch and new changing rooms for use by the 
college and residents. 


Dr Bob Cadwalladr, principal of the college, said: 
“Newmarket College is very supportive of these plans, 
which would allow pupils and many others in Newmarket 
to benefit from the fantastic new facilities that would be 
created on our playing fields as a result of this 
development.” 

Plans are also in the pipeline for a sixth form centre for 
the college to be built on top of the changing rooms as part 
of the development. 

Dr Cadwalladr added: “If it was only the field it would 


be wonderful, but there is the sixth form aspect too, which 
is just inspiring, so we are delighted that we have had this 
opportunity from working with George Lambton. It’s 
wonderful that the developers are looking to offer an 
investment into Newmarket and into the community of 
Newmarket.”

POLICE are linking a spate of 
thefts from vehicles in Beck 
Row.

ALL three of Newmarket’s car 
park attendants have resigned 
amid a police fraud invest¬ 
igation. 

Town and City Parking, the 
company contracted to manage 
Newmarket’s six car parks, has 
confirmed the three employees who 
staffed the car parks have handed in 
their resignations. 

Concerns about activities taking 
place outside a shopping centre in 
Newmarket were raised with police in 
May, and since then four men have 
been arrested on suspicion of fraud. 

A Suffolk man and two men from 


Cambridgeshire were arrested 
between fune 2 and lune 13, and were 
taken to Bury St Edmunds Police 
Station. 

A fourth man from Cambridgeshire 
was arrested on Thursday, lune 23, 
and all of the men answered their 
police bail at the new Police 
Investigation Centre in Bury St 
Edmunds on Monday. 

The men were released from their 
police bail on that date, but the 
police have confirmed they are 


continuing their investigations. 

A spokesman for Suffolk Police 
said: “Police are continuing to 
investigate allegations of fraud in 
Newmarket following concerns raised 
to them in May. The inquiries relate 
to activity conducted outside a 
shopping centre in the town. 

“A 56-year-old man from Suffolk 
and three men from Cambridgeshire 
aged 23, 36 and 55 have been arrested 
on suspicion of committing fraud. 
Although they have all been released 
from their police bail, officers are 
continuing to liaise with the Crown 
Prosecution Service while they 
continue with their inquiries. 


“The fourth man was arrested on 
Thursday, 23 June at his home 
address.” 

A spokeswoman for Forest Heath 
District Council, which awarded the 
contract to Town and City Parking in 
2008, said: “We are aware of the 
investigation and we are working 
with the police.” 

Elaine Montgomery, one of the 
directors of Town and City Parking, 
made no comment other than to 
concur with the statement from 
Forest Heath District Council.

Former West Ham United and Aston 
Villa midfielder Thomas Hitzlsperger, 29, 
was clocked speeding in his luxury 
Range Rover on the A14 near New¬ 
market. 

The German international is a free 
agent and looking for a new club after he 
was released by relegated West Ham at 
the end of last season.

Hitzlsperger, who told magistrates he 
has more than £1 million in savings, was 
instead handed six points on his licence, 
a £750 fine, £85 costs and £15 victim 
surcharge.

TELEVISION’S Time 
Team has unearthed 
remains of King 
Charles II’s original 
stables during excav¬ 
ations at Newmarket’s 
Palace House - but the 
roots of the site may 
extend even further 
into the past. 

The 15-strong team of 
archaeologists descended on 
Newmarket on Monday, July 
5, and uncovered remains of 
the stables, which were built 
in the 1670s, in their very 
first trench in King’s Yard on 
the Palace House site, owned 
by Forest Heath District 
Council. 

Tony Robinson, presenter 
of the Channel 4 show, said: 
“If you can leave Newmarket 
giving the people of 
Newmarket more of a sense 
of their own history than 
when you arrived, that’s what 
we are proud of being able to 
do.” 

He told the Weekly News 
that to make such a find so 


early in the dig hardly ever 
happened on Time Team, 
adding that it was unwise to 
arrive at a site with a 
particular expectation in 
mind. 

He said: “It’s always bad 
archaeology to expect to find 
something because if you do 
then you are not going to 
have your antennae attuned 
for the surprises, so what we 
hoped to find was much 
more of the history of these 
ancient stables.” 

Mr Robinson said the 
possibility that the site was 


in use before Charles’s time 
was suggested by a wall 
absent from the team’s 17th 
century plans. 

Chris Garibaldi, director of 
the National Horseracing 
Museum, said King James I 
may have built his own 
stables there in the 1620s. 

There are plans for the 
museum to move to the site 
as part of the multi-million 
pound Palace House Stables 
project. The site of the old 
stables itself would be used 
as an open-air courtyard. 

Mr Garibaldi said if it can

be proved Charles’s stables 
were used for racehorses, the 
new home of the museum 
would be established on the 
remnants of the oldest 
horseracing stables in the 
country. 

He said while Charles II 
did come to Newmarket to 
enjoy himself, the horses 
were taken very seriously. 

He said the dig had 
revealed the fashionable red 
brick used as part of the 
palace itself was also used for 
the luxurious stables’ fagade. 
He said: “The whole idea of 
understanding how to 
control a horse is used as a 
metaphor for how you 
should rule.” 

Paul Blinkhorn, Anglo- 
Saxon and medieval pottery 
expert, said: “It’s a very 
important site, it was Charles 
II who really put Newmarket 
on the map.” 

The programme will be 
broadcast next April. 


Charity’s filming leads to care home charges 


SECRET filming by a 
Newmarket charity has 
resulted in three care home 
employees being charged 
with offences under the 
Mental Capacity Act. 

Elder Protection, which is 
based in Old Station Road, 
was tipped off by a care 
worker to alleged abuses of 
the residents of the home in 
London in August. 

In response to the 
accusations levelled at the 
home, the charity organised 
for the whistleblower to wear 
a secret camera over a period 
of more than three weeks to 
capture evidence of what she 
alleges was taking place. 

They then passed the 


footage to the Metropolitan 
Police. 

The manager of the home 
and eight members of staff 
were suspended pending 
investigations, and some of 
the residents were moved to 
other care homes. 

Three care workers from the 
home were charged with 10 
counts under section 44 of the 
Mental Capacity Act 2005 on 
July 7. They are set to appear 
before Ealing Magistrates 
tomorrow. 

Ed Mullenger, who founded 
Elder Protection in 2006, said: 
“These are all allegations until 
proven; the video evidence we 
gathered was to make sure we 
had evidence for the police 


and the adult safeguarding 
teams for the allegations she 
came to us with so they could 
deal with the perpetrators of 
the alleged crimes.” 

He said he was pleased with 
the course events had taken, 
and urged more whistle¬ 
blowers to come forward if 
they are concerned about the 
treatment of older people. 

He said: “It is a brilliant 
result for us, and will help 
highlight the fact that 
whistleblowers can come to 
us and be sure that we will act 
on the information given and 
that they will be protected.” 

The Care Quality Comm¬ 
ission carried out an 
inspection of the care home 


following the concerns raised, 
and the report dated 
September last year identified 
that while residents 
confirmed they were fed well, 
staff did not always help 
residents respectfully with 
their food. 

Residents appeared well 
groomed, but the inspectors 
identified shortcomings in the 
promotion of privacy and 
dignity among the residents, a 
lack of communication while 
care was being given, and they 
also found evidence of 
inappropriate restraint in use, 
with some residents being 
locked in their rooms as a 
form of behaviour 
management. 
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Shoplifting 
on the rise 

POLICE are helping Newmarket retailers 
to tackle an increase in shoplifting with 
extra patrols and a relaunched 
Shopwatch scheme. 

Figures show that while crime in the 
town has reduced by 15 per cent so far 
this year, instances of shoplifting between 
April and lune have risen from just 35 last 
year to 84 this year. 

In a report to Newmarket Town 
Council, Insp Neil Ireland said: “There 
has been an increase in shoplifting in the 
town - we have instigated additional 
patrols of shops being targeted.” 

Retailers attended a presentation on 
which was intended to reinvigorate the 
Shopwatch. 

Marion Green, of the Newmarket 
Retailers’ Association, said: “We have all 
got to be proactive; it’s up to every retailer 
without exception to participate in the 
scheme.” 

Shopwatch, which will operate in part 
through a new website, will help retailers 
and businesses communicate with each 
other and police, share CCTV images and 
photos of known offenders more 
effectively with a view to excluding them 
from shops, and give pointers on what 
warning signs to look out for. 

The system is already in use by police 
forces and retailers elsewhere in the 
country. 

A spokesman for Suffolk police said 
several businesses which had not 
previously signed up, including TK Maxx, 
had now done so. 

He said: “In its own way it’s a big deal 
and will help retailers and the police to 
share intelligence in a better way in an 
attempt to clamp down on shoplifting in 
the town.”

ALMOST a decade after a 
tumour forced Eoin 
Mahony to give up 
skydiving, he's back in the 
saddle - and hopes to 
convince troubled New¬ 
market stable lads that 
things might not be as bad 
as they seem. 

Eoin, now 41, was diagnosed 
with a non-cancerous tumour in 
his pituitary gland in 2000. 

He said: “It did not sink in when 
they first told me. About an hour 
or two later I got a bit of the 
shakes, then I went go into my 
own sort of world and I just sort of 
dealt with things. I think it’s easier 
to deal with things when there’s 
something wrong with me rather 
than, say, my other half.” 

His tumour was operated on in 
lanuary 2001 and he underwent 
seven weeks of radiotherapy, and 
still takes tablets and receives 
monthly hormone injections. His 
illness meant Eoin, who had been

working up to his skydiving 
licence, was unable to continue 
with the sport. 

But, last lune, despite his 
ongoing medication, Eoin was 
able to dive back in - or out - with 
both feet. 

He has already clocked up 50 
jumps and hopes to reach 100 by 
the end of the year. 

Eoin fell from a horse in the 
early 1990s, and had to have six 
operations on his eyes, which still 
left him with vision too poor to 
allow him to drive. 

But the effect of the tumour on 
his eyes meant he required 
another operation, which, 
amazingly, restored his sight to a 
level which allows him to hold a 
licence. 

It was revealed last month that 
eight workers in the equine 
industry in Newmarket have been 
found hanged in as many years. 


Eoin said: “I just think from 
what I went through myself, and I 
had some pretty dark old days, it 
just might give lads a bit of 
inspiration that life is not that bad 
at all. 

“If you keep going at things, 
maybe things will work out.” 

Eoin was named skydiver of the 
year in 2010 by his group, the UK 
Para Sibson club, and has finally 


gained his certificate of 
competence in skydiving. 

He will make his next big jump 
dressed as a jockey at the club’s 
40th birthday celebration in 
Peterborough on Saturday, fuly 30, 
and will be raising money for the 
Stable Lads Welfare Trust, a 
suggestion made by Helena 
Edwards, the landlady of 
Kentford’s Cock Inn. 


Skydiver Eoin 
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BMW written 
off after horse 
bolts into road 

A TOP Newmarket racehorse underwent 
emergency treatment after being involved 
in a dramatic road accident. 

The horse, Jessica Ennis - owned by a 
syndicate which includes the British 
heptathlete - bolted from stalls near 
Newmarket racecourse and ran through the 
town last Thursday. 

Trainer Michael Bell said the filly collided 
with a BMW car in Hamilton Road. 

He said: “The driver of the car wasn’t 
hurt, but the vehicle was a write-off. 
Remarkably, for an animal with four gangly 
legs, the horse didn’t suffer any breakages, 
but did have lacerations. She is being 
treated by a vet.” 

The racehorse was due to compete in the 
Maiden Fillies Stakes at Newmarket on 
Saturday, but Mr Bell said: “Clearly she 
won’t be doing that now. 

“It’s very disappointing, but we have to 
be grateful that no one was hurt and that 
she didn’t break a leg.” 

He said the chances of her being able 
to return to full training were not good, 
but he is far from giving up hope. 

He added: “The most important thing is 
the driver of the car has come out 
unscathed, but his car was a write-off.” 

Jockey Hayley Turner had been riding the 
horse ahead of her planned debut on 
Saturday when the two-year-old panicked 
in the stalls during routine schooling, 
getting loose before running on to the road. 
The jockey was not hurt. 

The horse is part-owned by the World 
and European heptathlon champion of the 
same name.

Inquiry starts 
on homes bid 


OPPONENTS of Lord 
Derby’s proposals for 
Hatchfield Farm were out 
in force for the first day of 
the long-awaited planning 
inquiry into the devel¬ 
opment. 

The controversial plans for up 
to 1,200 homes, in addition to 
employment space and com¬ 
munity facilities, were thrown 
out by Forest Heath District 
Cuncil last June. 

But on Tuesday, represen¬ 
tatives of Forest Heath District 
Council, Save Historic New¬ 
market and Tattersalls Group, 
went head-to-head against Lord 
Derby’s legal team to maintain 
the refusal of planning per¬ 
mission for the site. 

Appearing on behalf of Lord 
Derby, Jonathan Karas said Forest 
Heath was required to deliver 
10,100 homes between 2001 and 
2031, as well as employment 
land, and north-east Newmarket 
was the only suitable location for 
the development. 

He added the sheer number of 
homes required would inevitably 
mean construction on greenfield 
land.

In a statement, Lord Derby 
said: “The application is being 
judged, objectively, on its merits, 
of which I am convinced. 

“I believe that this is both a 
suitable and sustainable 
proposal, while I remain totally 
genuine in my respect for and 
love of Newmarket, its heritage 
and its racing industry.” 

Michael Bedford, representing 
Forest Heath District Council, 
argued approval of the Hatchfield 
Farm development was pre¬ 
mature, because if accepted, the 
proposals would make the 
findings the planned review of 
Forest Heath’s housing policy 
could reach in terms of the 
distribution and number of 
homes needed a foregone 
conclusion. 

He added approval of the 
scheme would not allow for 
public involvement or con¬ 
sultation. 

David Elvin, acting for Save 
Historic Newmarket, argued the 
development would damange 
the way Newmarket is perceived 
by the racing world and the 


additional traffic would under¬ 
mine the town’s standing as the 
home of horseracing, which 
would harm Newmarket econ¬ 
omically. 

He said an assessment of the 
proposal’s impact on biodiversity 
was impossible because of 
shortcomings in the environ¬ 
mental information provided. 

Simon Bird, appearing for 
Tattersalls group, whose mem¬ 
bers include Godolphin and 
Jockey Club Estates, also 
expressed concern about the 
impact of the extra traffic. 

He said: “There is a genuine 
risk that any further decline in 
the character of the town will 
lead to a reduction in horse 
numbers, a reduction in the 
competitiveness of Newmarket 
and a decline in its status as a 
training centre and the UK’s 
centre of excellence for the 
industry as a whole.” 

Ian McPherson, the inspector 
responsible for the inquiry, will 
produce a report at the end of the 
process in September, and Eric 
Pickles, secretary of state for 
communities and local govern¬ 
ment, will make the final 
decision.

A TEAM of 71 veterinary staff and 
their friends and family cycled 
4,100 miles for charity - in just 
one day. 

Rossdale and Partners, 

Europe’s largest equine veterinary 
practice, hosted the sponsored 
bike ride. 

They have raised £15,500 for 
Animal Care in Egypt (ACE), which 
provides free veterinary care to 
working horses and donkeys, and 
Ward El 0 at Addenbrooke’s, 


where cancer patients are treated. 

The participants got on their 
bikes and chose a 25- or 100-mile 
route across Suffolk, 
Cambridgeshire and Norfolk. 

The 4,100 miles they cycled 
between them equates to the 
distance from the Rossdale clinic 
in Exning to ACE’s clinic in Luxor, 
Egypt, and two thirds of the way 
back again. 

Lorna Brokenshire-Dyke, 
organiser and veterinary surgeon 


- who chose the 100-mile route - 
said: “Everyone completed the 
ride; everyone had a great time. 
We could not have really asked 
for better day. 

“There was great camaraderie 
from everybody. Everyone was so 
chuffed with their efforts.” 

The shorter journey took 
cyclists through Burwell, Lode, 
Bottisham, the Shaffhams and 
Reach, while the gruelling 100- 
mile stretch took the riders along 


the North Norfolk Coast from 
Sheringham to Hunstanton and 
back through the Norfolk 
countryside to Exning. 

Even the emergency on-call 
vets nurses and students who had 
to remain behind to provide cover 
for the referral hospital got 
involved on static bikes, clocking 
up 100 miles between them.

Tesco voucher 
used 62 times 


A COUPLE used the same 
Tesco voucher 62 times to 
pay for household items 
including cat litter and 
chocolate, a court heard. 

Penny Ward, 41, and Nigel 
Ward, 45, both of Hillside 
Meadow, Fordham, reused a 
Tesco Clubcard voucher, valued 
at £17.50, repeatedly between 
December 15 last year and June 8 
this year until staff at the Angel 
Drove branch in Ely noticed. 

They visited seven branches in 
Cambridgeshire, Suffolk, North¬ 
amptonshire and Essex including 
the Angel Drove branch, one in 
Milton, near Cambridge, Hunt¬ 
ingdon and Newmarket to buy 
items such as alcohol, chocolate, 
soft drinks and cat litter to the 
total value of £1,085 - after 
finding out they could reuse it 
“by accident”. 

The pair had pleaded guilty to 
fraud at a previous hearing.

Graham Dailey, prosecuting, 
told Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court: “Tesco in Angel Grove, Ely, 
initially became aware that a 
Tesco Clubcard voucher was 
being used repeatedly at self- 
service tills and not surrendered. 

“However the voucher was 
being barcode-read and an 
alternative piece of paper was 
being placed in the machine. 

“It has been used at seven 
different branches since its issue 
in December last year. 

“It continued until the day 
before Penny was arrested.” 

Mrs Ward, a mother-of-four, 
carried out most of the trans¬ 
actions, while her husband drove 
her to the stores and occasionally 
put pieces of paper into the 
machine in place of the voucher. 

Julie Lowes, court probation 


officer, explained how debt had 
led to the crime. 

She said: “The situation seems 
to have escalated in terms of 
their financial circumstances 
within the last three years when 
they took on the rental of a four- 
bedroom private rented house 
for £1,400 a month.” 

Penny Ward, who suffers from 
depression and numerous ill¬ 
nesses, admitted it was a “stupid 
thing to do” especially as they 
were trying to get custody of their 
two youngest children, who were 
taken into care in April. 

Terrence Allison, presiding 
magistrate, said: “It’s right when 
you have said ‘It was a stupid 
thing to do’. It was not the time to 
do things like that as you had 
enough pressures in your life.” 

They were given a 12-month 
community order under super¬ 
vision and have to pay £250 each 
in compensation to Tesco.

SPEED limits could fall 
around Newmarket to 
make roads safer and 
give residents a better 
quality of life. 

Suffolk County 

Council will set a 
consultation in motion 
on proposals to cut the 
speed limits on three 
roads in Newmarket and 
one in Moulton. 

Moulton Road in 
Newmarket could see its 
30mph speed limit 
extended, and 


Newmarket’s Fordham 
Road, the A142, could 
also be affected if 
changes come into force. 

Bury Road could see 
its 40mph limit revoked 
for around 1,430m 
starting just over 50m 
past its junction with the 
Clock Tower Round¬ 
about to about 80m 
south west of its junction 
with Bury Road in 
Moulton, the B1506, and 
a 30mph limit could be 
imposed for 238m past 


this point. 

The B1506 could see a 
30mph limit put in place 
for 100m after its 
junction with Bury Road, 
Newmarket, heading 
north east. 

In documents sent to 
Newmarket Town 
Council, Suffolk County 
Council said: “These 
speed limit proposals are 
all intended to improve 
road safety and also the 
quality of life for 
residents and businesses 


in this area.” 

It was noted in the 
document that the 
extension of the current 
30mph limit on Moulton 
Road was a good idea 
because the road is 
heavily used by horses. 

The council believes 
the roadside develop¬ 
ment along Fordham 
Road and Bury Road in 
Newmarket mean these 
roads would be suitable 
for a lower limit.

PLEDGES of financial 
support for Newmarket’s 
newly-saved household 
waste recycling centre are 
rolling in as the authorities 
pull together to help make

Forest Heath district coun¬ 
cillors have promised £40,300 to 
the prized centre in Depot Road, 
which faced closure by Suffolk 
County Council at the end of the 
month until intervention by 
Newmarket Open Door, a charity 
which already runs a charity shop 
and a charity superstore and 
training centre in the town. 

The funds will come from the 
council’s capital reserves and the 
New Homes Bonus the council 
secured from the building of new 
houses in the area.

Cllr James Waters, leader of the 
council, said: “In the current 
financial climate no individual 
council could find a sustainable 
solution to keeping the facility 
open. However, working together 
and involving the community we 
have found the answer and it is a 
good example of what we can, 
collectively, achieve.” 

The council has promised to 
lease the site to Open Door at a 
peppercorn rent. 

Newmarket Town Council, 
whose members fought to keep 
the site open, is also set to stump 
up £15,000 to help the venture 
find its feet. 

At a meeting, councillors said it 
was all the money they would be 


able to give to the enterprise. 

Cllr Keith Bovill, Newmarket’s 
mayor, said: “It has to stand on its 
own two feet, it has to be 
successful and it’s down to the 
people of Newmarket to make it 
work.” 

He added the council wanted 
clarification on the sustainability 
of the scheme. 

Open Door has said it will 
accept all items currently 
accepted by the recycling centre, 
but while the existing service is 
free, Open Door will introduce 
charges of between £3 and £12 
depending on the size of the 
vehicle driving the waste to the 
site. 

Newmarket Household Waste 
Recycling Centre will close as a 
council site on July 31, and 
reopen as Open Door on August 
22 .

Paramedic who 
blew kiss was 
‘Inappropriate’ 


A PARAMEDIC who blew a kiss to 
a suicidal patient in Burwell and 
told her “You’re pretty when you 
smile” has admitted misconduct. 

Kenneth Sell “behaved in an 
inappropriate manner” while attending to 
‘Patient A’ at her home in Burwell, the 
Health Professions Council (HPC) found. 

It said that days later the paramedic, 
who is employed by the East of England 
Ambulance Service, “made inappropriate 
contact with Patient A by telephone”. 

However, it rejected allegations that he 
kissed the woman on the lips on a 
number of occasions and hugged her, and 
that his actions were sexually motivated. 

It said that between April 1, 2008 and 
January 20, 2011, there were 58 
emergency calls made from Patient As 
address, the majority of which were made 
in relation to her suicide attempts and 
overdoses. The patient cannot be named 
for legal reasons. 

The HPC’s conduct committee’s 
decision states: “Having found some of 
the facts proved on the oral and written 
evidence adduced by the HPC and of the 
admissions of the registrant, the panel 
next considered whether they constitute 
misconduct. They clearly do. 

“In acting as he did, the registrant (Mr 
Sell) was in breach of the Standards of 
Conduct performance and ethics of the

HPC. It is only fair to note that the 
registrant, through his representative, 
accepts that his actions in relation to the 
matters he admitted did constitute 
misconduct.” 

The HPC’s conduct and competence 
committee said the incident happened on 
or around December 9, 2009. 

The panel imposed a caution order that 
will remain on Mr Sell’s professional 
registration for two years. 

It also noted Mr Sell was a paramedic 
with a 30-year unblemished record who 
had been sympathetic towards Patient A, 
and that his actions “whilst inappropriate 
were not sexually motivated”. 

A spokeswoman for the East of England 
Ambulance Service said it launched an 
internal inquiry after the allegations came 
to light and Mr Sell resigned before it was 
completed. 

The spokeswoman added: “We 
suspended Kenneth Sell as soon as we 
became aware of these allegations and 
instigated a thorough internal invest¬ 
igation process. 

“We also referred the incident to the 
HPC and co-operated fully with their 
investigation.”

All county libraries ‘set to stay open’ 


ALL of Suffolk’s libraries are set to remain 
open if council recommendations are 
approved by the council’s cabinet later 
this month. 

The proposals, developed after a four- 
month consultation involving 5,000 
people, would mean Suffolk County 
Council would save 30 per cent of its 
libraries budget during the next three 
years. 

Cllr Judy Terry, Suffolk County Council’s 
portfolio holder responsible for libraries, 
said: “Most important of all was not 
closing any of Suffolk’s libraries. We feel 
the proposals being put forward strike the 
right balance between protecting much¬ 
loved council services while finding 
necessary and unavoidable financial 


savings. The proposals, in fact, put 
Suffolk’s libraries on a more sustainable 
footing for the future - something we can 
all agree is needed.” 

At a meeting on Tuesday, the cabinet is 
likely to agree to a structure in which 
libraries would be run through a central 
organisation with responsibility for the 
libraries budget. 

The countywide structure would 
support libraries with services including 
employing staff, training, the countywide 
book network and developing outreach 
services - like taking books to people and 
people to their closest library - but the 
shape of the organisation has yet to be 
decided. 

A best-value evaluation would be 


carried out to that end, and the results 
presented to the cabinet in November. 

In the meantime, the council will be 
running pilots with community groups or 
town or parish councils interested in 
providing their own library service. 

However, the future of the county’s 
mobile libraries service is less than 
certain. A proposal to cut fortnightly visits 
by mobile libraries to monthly trips is 
likely to be put to the public. 

The cabinet will be asked at Tuesday’s 
meeting to approve a new public 
consultation on how the mobile library 
service can be restructured to make 
savings. Cllr Terry said: “No decisions will 
be made until we’ve taken those views 
into account.”

jobs to Newmarket. 

Fears that the store could 


divert shoppers from the 
town’s high street have been 
raised, and Dr Bob 
Cadwalladr, the principal of 
Newmarket Coliege whose 
school neighbours the 
proposed site, has expressed 
concern about the impact the 
store could have on the safety 
of his students. 

Graeme Cosgrove, director 
of development at Simons, 
said: “We are keen to meet as 
many members of the local 
community as possible at the 
exhibition. 


“We want to hear people’s 
views and will incorporate 
these into our plans wherever 
possible. 

“We have looked closely at 
the existing foodstores 
serving Newmarket and there 
is definitely a need for wider 
choice. We believe this is the 
best site within the town for a 
new store and that Morrisons 
is an ideal fit.”

Bard times that lie ahead 


E VERY summer, 

Cambridge Shakespeare 
Festival attracts up to 
25,000 visitors to enjoy the best 
of the Bard in an eight-week 
programme of productions in 
the grounds of some of the 
city’s most beautiful colleges. 

In the words of The Times, 
“there is no knee-bending to 
trendy revisionism” at the 
festival, “but rather a tour de 
force of Elizabethan drama”. 

“The college venues are 
stunning and the feel of the 
whole event is, at times, just 
magical,” says Dr David Crilly, 
the festival’s artistic director. 
“The fact that the action takes 
place outdoors, around, through 
and sometimes ‘in’ the 
audience creates a very 
immediate and dynamic exper¬ 
ience for actors and audience 
alike. 

“But the most special thing - 
though it sounds cheesey to say 
- is our audience, which has 
grown and become so loyal 
over the years. We enjoy some 
fanatical support and I don’t 
mind mentioning Bill and Bob, 
the identical twins (now in their 
70s) who travel up from 
Portsmouth to see every show, 
as they have for the last 10 
years. We know at least two 
couples who have seen every 
production we’ve ever done - 
and in 24 years, that’s quite 
remarkable. 

“Audience figures on a 
nightly basis vary considerably

(as does the English weather!), 
though we can expect to attract 
between 25,000 and 30,000 
people in total this year.” 

The first half of this year’s 
programme, which started on 
Monday, consisted of A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream (St 
John’s), The Comedy of Errors 
(Girton), The Winter’s Tale 
(Downing) and Antony and 
Cleopatra (Robinson). 

The second half, which 
opens on August 1, includes 
Much Ado About Nothing 
(King’s), Romeo and Juliet 
(Girton), All’s Well That Ends 
Well (Robinson) and Macbeth 
(Trinity). 

“I have to confess that I get 
very smug about the festival 
because I think it’s a really 
good thing,” says David. 

“I know I shouldn’t say 
something like that about my 
own event, but it’s how I feel. I 
get a real buzz when everything 
is up and running and I can 
stand behind an audience at one 
venue who might be rolling in 
the aisles at the comedy, then I 
can walk a few hundred yards 
to another venue and feel the 
intensity of the atmosphere as 
the audience absorbs the 
unfolding tragedy. 


“It’s really great to walk 
between these wonderful places 
on a summer’s evening and feel 
the electricity that the festival 
brings to the city and think, 
‘Yeah ... I did that!’ 

What would David say to 
those people who wouldn’t 
normally consider coming to 
the festival because they think 
it’s going to be boring or high¬ 
brow, or found it too 
complicated at school? 

“Well, Shakespeare’s plays 
weren’t ever designed to be 
read, analysed or studied,” he 
says. “They are meant to be 
experienced, in all their 
dynamic, 
colourful, tragic, 
absurd, moving 
and hilarious 
glory. 

“One of the 
most 

gratifying 
things about 
the festival is 
the number 
of children 
who attend 
and get 
really 
turned on 
to Shake 
speare.”

A N open-air theatre company 

has promised fun for all with a 
condensed modern-day 
interpretation of Chaucer’s Canterbury 
Tales.

The big film 



THE TREE OF LIFE 
certificate 12a 138m 

IF a film-maker ever warranted 
the term auteur, meaning an 
artist of rare imagination who 
exercises complete control 
over their creative visions, it’s 
Terrence Malick. 

The Illinois-born film-maker 
has directed just five films, 
which have all been 
nominated for or won honours. 
Threaded with soothing and 
poetic sequences of the 
natural world, The Tree Of Life 
is a film of long, haunting 
silences and apparent 
inactivity that glimpses 
fragments of Earth’s history. 

A kaleidoscope of images 
explores the savagery and 
fragility of our world, from 
footage of an erupting volcano 
to a dinosaur nervously 
walking in a forest. 

For the first time, Malick 
employs digital effects to 
imagine the formation of the 
universe and the appearance 
of single-celled life forms in the 
Proterozoic period. A meteor 
strike sends devastating 
ripples across the surface of 
Earth, segueing into a child 


escaping from a submerged 
room, a metaphor for the birth 
of Jack in the 1950s Midwest. 
The camera stays close to 
young Jack (Hunter 
McCracken) and brothers RL 
(Laramie Eppler) and Steve 
(Tye Sheridan) as they suffer at 
the hands of authoritarian 
father, Mr O’Brien (Brad Pitt) 
and naturally gravitate towards 
the compassionate and giving 
Mrs O’Brien (Jessica 
Chastain). 

Meanwhile, in the present day, 
grown-up architect Jack (Sean 
Penn) feels disconnected from 
the jungle of cold, metallic 
skyscrapers that are his home. 


The Tree Of Life eschews a 
conventional narrative to 
conjure stunning images that 
linger in the memory. 

Pitt chews on and spits out his 
traditional nice guy image to 
portray a disciplinarian who 
practises bitterly tough love, 
while McCracken, Eppler and 
Sheridan, newcomers from 
Texas with no previous acting 
experience, light up the 
screen. 

“The only way to be happy is 
to love. Unless you love, your 
life will flash by,” whispers Mrs 
O’Brien in voiceover. 

We’re very happy to fall in love 
with Malick’s opus.

Care doesn't 
cost the earth

U NLESS you've been 
living in a hole in 
the ground for the 
last few years, you’ll know 
that using peat-based 
products in your garden is 
destroying peatlands 
throughout the UK and 
beyond. 

Peatlands provide vital habitats 
for wildlife, store greenhouse 
gases and release thousands of 
tonnes of carbon dioxide every 
year. However, peat is used in 
compost and soil improvers 
because it’s light, retains moisture 
and stores nutrients. It’s also very 
cheap. 

In an effort to raise awareness 
and encourage gardeners to 
choose peat-free alternatives, 
leading organic growing charity 
Garden Organic has launched its I 
Don’t Dig Peat campaign, to put 
an end the 24m wheelbarrows of 
peat which its experts estimate is 
being used unnecessarily by 
British gardeners each year. 

Gardeners ’ World presenter 
Alys Fowler, who is fronting the 
campaign, says: “Whether people

think peat is the best option 
depends on if they’ve 
experimented with going peat- 
free. 

“Increasingly, those who go 
peat-free and get hold of good 
quality compost find there’s no 
argument. I don’t use any peat- 
based compost and I see no 
difference. I grow fantastic 
vegetables. 

“If you were trying to grow 
peat bog plants, there’s an 
argument that growing them in 
peat is sensible, but the amount of 
people growing peat bog plants is 
tiny. What’s happening is that a 
lot of people are using peat - up 
to 70% peat in some multi¬ 
purpose composts - for growing, 


say, tomatoes. But tomatoes don't 
need peat to grow.” 

Fowler uses her council’s green 
waste compost, called ‘care 
compost’, sold at her local garden 
centre, along with peat-free multi¬ 
purposes from Carbon Gold, New 
Horizon and Vital Earth. 

“If your council is making 
green waste, phone their refuse 
department which should be able 
to tell you where to buy it. It’s 
incredibly cheap,” she suggests. 

Historically, peat-free 
composts have been criticised for 
being inferior for seed-sowing. A 
Which? Gardening report from 
the Consumers’Association 
magazine noted earlier this year: 
“Our trial results show that peat- 
free composts still have a way to 
go to match the performance of 
peat for sowing seeds and 
growing on young plants - 
although the picture is rosier for 
container composts.” 

However, some peat-based 
composts are just as inferior as 
their peat-free counterparts, says 
Ceri Thomas, editor of Which? 
Gardening. 

“Gardeners shouldn’t assume 
that all compost is the same. 


Whether peat-free or peat-based, 
the quality of compost varies 
massively. 

“Our trials found that it is 
possible to buy a good quality 
peat-free compost that performs as 
well as the best peat-based 
compost. But there are also a 
number of peat-based and peat-free 
composts which simply don’t 
match these high standards.” 

In its latest trial, Which? 
Gardening recommends New 
Horizon Organic & Peat Free 
Growbag for sowing seeds. 


Germination rates for basil were 
on a par with its Best Buy peat- 
based compost and the quality of 
the resulting seedlings was good. 

New Horizon Organic & Peat 
Free multi-purpose compost 
(£5.99 for 60 litres) was a Best 
Buy container compost for the 
second consecutive year, 
outperforming seven peat-based 
composts, including three 
specific container ones, to come 
joint top. 

Fowler says: “This campaign is 
saying ‘think about it’. There’s no 



need to dig up one part of the 
world to grow something in your 
back garden. 

“Many people are coming into 
gardening through the ‘grow your 
own’ trend, because of health and 
environmental reasons. It would 
be sad to take a step backwards 
by using composting material 
which is not sustainable, when 
actually peat-free is getting better 
and better.” 

If you want to go peat-free, 
avoid buying and using soil 
improvers as most of these 
contain peat, Garden Organic 
advises. 

Use products such as manure 
and leafmould to improve your 
soil instead. 

Start making home compost 
and buy fewer bedding plants, 
switching to perennials, meaning 
you reduce the need to replant 
each year. 

Search online for nurseries or 
mail order stores selling peat-free 
plants and support their peat-free 
initiatives. 

Sometimes the good peat-free 
composts will be slightly pricier, 
Fowler concedes, but it's a small 
price to pay for saving the Earth. 
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Selling your vehicle has

WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
fj unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

| Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker.

Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

Q Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners.

The performance kit, which

Hayley the big winner 
in fixtures congestion 

HAYLEY Turner believes the fixture congestion on 
Saturday was instrumental in giving her the 
opportunity to become the first British female jockey to 
win a Group One race outright. 

The 28-year-old former joint-champion apprentice 
was only third choice to be offered the ride on Dream 
Ahead in the Darley July Cup because there was so 
much racing at home and abroad. 

And she only got the leg up for the first time on David 
Simcock’s stable star in the parade ring ahead of 
Newmarket’s summer showpiece. 

But she made the most of the opportunity on a 
mount that both William Buick (who was needed at 
York) and Jamie Spencer (in New York to partner Aidan 
O’Brien’s Cape Blanco in the Man O’War Stakes) had to 
turn down. 

Having already been the first woman to reach J00 
winners in a calendar year, her marginal improvement 
on Alex Greaves’ dead-heat in the J997 Nunthorpe 
Stakes confirmed her status on the top table. 

“It was a fantastic day. Full credit to the Simcock 
team. I was lucky enough to pick up the ride and I 
hadn’t actually sat on the horse before,” said 
Newmarket-based Turner. 

“I’m thrilled I can tick it off the list now I’m going to 
give my agent a ring now and tell him a Classic win is 
our next mission! 

“The trainers have not been happy about the fixtures 
(the July Cup had been switched to a Saturday for the 
first time and clashed with the John Smith’s Cup at York 
and the Summer Mile at Ascot) but it played into my 
hands a little because there are only so many jockeys 
about. 

“I spoke to William (Buick, Dream Ahead’s regular 
jockey) and he told me how to ride him. It was just a 
matter of the of the gap coming in time. Steve Drowne’s 
horse (Bated Breath) hung a bit and caused some 
interference but I picked my way through.” 

Simcock said: “I’m chuffed to bits. I’m pleased for the 
horse - it’s been a long road to here with him only 
running once this season. 

“Hayley did a great job, but she was always going to. 
You don’t ride J00 winners in a season for nothing. I 
had massive confidence in her.” 

And once Turner had manged to escape the media’s 
glare, she found time to have a few words with Ivan 
Newton Edwards, a quadriplegic and a fan of Turner, 
who had been unable to attend racing recently but 
visited Newmarket just to meet the jockey. 

And after that she rounded off her afternoon by 
completing a double in the Jaguar XF Nursery 
Handicap Stakes with Overpowered to cap a 
memorable day.

ATTENDANCE figures were up for all three days of 
the Piper Heidsieck July Festival. The July Course 
welcomed 10,736 visitors on Saturday, which was a 
16 per cent increase, from 9,271, from the third day 
of the 2010 July Festival. And over the three days, 
the attendance was eight per cent up at 34,592, 
from 31,931 last year. 

However, trainers remain concerned that too much 
quality racing is being pushed on to Saturdays. For 
the first time, the Darley July Cup was staged on a 
Saturday, bringing a fixtures clash with York’s John 
Smith’s meeting and the Summer Mile at Ascot. 
Newmarket-based William Haggas, who won the 
prestigious John Smith’s Cup with Green Destiny, 
was reported as saying: “I am going to write to 
Stephen Wallis (Newmarket’s managing director) to 
see what he thinks because Newmarket is the track 
that has upset the applecart. 

“We will get more of this because the big 
racecourses will say this is what we want to do. 

“All of us want racecourses to be profitable and put 
on the best races possible. Presumably they know 
what they are doing. Was it a gamble worth taking? 
Newmarket will have to decide.” 

■ Frankel is odds-on for his eagerly-anticipated 
QIPCO Sussex Stakes clash with Canford Cliffs 
following Dream Ahead’s victory in the Darley July 
Cup. Henry Cecil’s brilliant colt has inflicted the 
only two defeats suffered by Dream Ahead, and 
Frankel is now 4-5 to maintain his 100 per cent 
record when he faces older horses for the first time 
at Glorious Goodwood on July 27. 

Such is the racecourse reputation of Frankel that he 
heads the market ahead of the superb mile 
specialist Canford Cliffs, winner of the Sussex last 
summer, who is 11 -8 second best despite flooring 
the highly-talented French mare Goldikova in the 
Queen Anne Stakes at Royal Ascot.
